This  violin  was  one  of  two  specially  made  to  order  for  the  Prince 
of  rilancieri.  They  are  known  as  Gennarius  Gugliano 's  mas- 
terpieces. The  sister  instrument  may  be  seen  in  the  Filancieri 
Museum  in  Naples. 
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
